Near his plantation
lived Sarah Holeby, the pretty daugh-
ter of a poor white man.

One day the home of the unfortunate
neighbor of the planter was darkened
by the evidence of the planter's perfidy
and the daughter's weakness, In the
shape of a pretty little girl baby. Sarah
Holeby, the mother, soon left her dis-
graced home and for a time was1 lost in
the lower strata of life In Memphis.

Dr. Williams, while falling to do Jus-
tice to the mother,, warmed to his own
flesh and blood. The girl baby was
taken Into his home. The doctor bought
a healthy negress called Charlla and to
her gave the care of the child.

She. brought up the little "Liza" as
her own child, The doctor moved to
Memphis and took along Charita and
"Liza." The latter was brought up
v.ith negro associates and soon the gos-
sips began to say Charita was the
mother.

- She developed Into a beautiful girl,
and though she had not the advantages
of a finished education Squire Massey
was cljarmed with the girl and married
her. It Is believed that he and the doc-
tor had an understanding regarding her
parentage.

She was surrounded with all that
wealth could supply, but the dark cloud
of her parentage came between her and
complete happiness.

She raised a family and then Mr.
Massey died.

In September, 1902, airs. Massey,
through her attorneys, filed a bill, pray-
ing that the' Chancery court decree to
her her valuable home, comprising 750
acres of the old homestead on the banks
of the Mississippi river, now occupied
by John F'ranklin.

Mrs. Massey's bill recited that her
husband, E. W. Massey, who died In
April. 1901, executed a deed to K. R.
Armstcad and T. B. Armstcad, bankers
and brokers of Memphis, without her
knowledge or consent and without her
waiving her Interest in the homestead.
Subsequently the! Armstcads swld the
land to H. C. Williamson, who In turn
conveyed it to the defendant, John
Franklin.

The defendant denied that complain

ant wns the wife of E. W. Massey nnd
recited In his complaint that "Mrs.
Ell7.a .T Mns-H- Is n rn'or'l ""!-"- - --

a negro, is not a white woman, and
could not legally, therefore, have been
the wiie of ii,. u .uat.se, .. mc mail
whose color way Unquestioned."

The old nurse who was present when
Mrs. Massey was born testified to the
facts, ami others told of having Eccn
Sarah Holeby nurse the child before the
advent of Charita Williams. The Jury
not only settled the contest as to the
old homestead, but cleared away the
cloud which so long overshadowed her
life.

Summary of Train and Stage Rob-

beries for Past Fourteen Years
in the United States.

In its January Is.iue, gives the
following summary of train and stage
robberies committed In the United States
during 1503, together with the record for
the past fourteen years:

The- total number of trains held up In
fourteen years is 311; total number of peo-
ple killed. W. and the number of peopleinjured (shot). ICO.

The number of trains held up in 1903
was 13, as compared with 22 Iant year.

The number of singe robberies In 1003
"K'as C, while that of last year was 7.

This year's record shows that no
or trainmen were killed by rob-

bers, but there were six wounded. Lastyear one wns killed and thrci woun led.
One robber was killed In l'.!03, as com-

pared with three killed last year.

Swindler Who Palmed Himself Off as
the British Consul Gets Checks

Cashed in Europe.

New York. Jan. 1 By means of a
clever and carefully prearranged scheme
a man calling himself S. W. Spencer,
representing hlmsclr 10 be the British

Consul, at Washington, an office that
does not exist, is declared by a banking
and exporting house to have been trav-
eling. through Europe since last October,
defrauding banking-house- s with spuri-
ous drafts and forged checks drawn on
prominent bankers and business men In
New York.

The scheme he Is alleged lo have op- -

crated Involved his presence here a few
months ago. He Is said to have visited
sporting houses, and representing him-
self as British Vice-Cons- at Washing-
ton, secured drafts for large sums on
foreign correspondents for shipments of
watches from New- - Jersey makers, for
whom he pretended to hold power of at-
torney. The shipments never reached
Europe, but Spencer did. lie took along
the drafts upon the proceeds of which.
It Is alleged, he h enabled to live with-
out labor for the time belnt?. He Is now
supposed to bo lh Egypt.
